Association, serving as a liaison between the plumbers and pipefitters unions and their 14 

contractors; and  15 

WHEREAS, James Bernard Yates Sr., a titan of Louisville and a Kentucky 16 

statesman of the first order, departed this earthly life on April 25, 2021, leaving all those 17 

whose lives he touched in solemn mourning; and  18 

WHEREAS, Jim Yates was preceded in death by his first wife, Doris Durham, and 19 

brothers, Charles Yates, Earl Yates, and Kenneth Yates. He is survived by his wife, 20
